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COUNCIL SIGNS EMS CONTRACT 


New Brockton okays council pay hike

The New Brockton Town Council 
took just under thirty minutes to 
conduct the town’s business Mon 
day evening: however, they had to 
adjourn the meeting until 6 p.m 
Tuesday evening in order to take 
care Of a pressing matter - a pay 
hike for the next town council 
members 

On the meeting agenda under 
new business was an ordinance set 
ling the pay scale for the new coun 
cil which will be elected this year 
For the pay raise to become effec 
tive in October 2000, it has to be 
passed by February 22, 2000, and it 
has to be by a unanimous vote of 
the council, Councilman Charles 
Cole was unable to attend Mon- 
day's meeting making it necessary 
to adjourn until Tuesday 

The new ordinance sets the 
mayor's compensation at $200 per 
month and the councilmember’s 
compensation at $100 per month 
There was no doubt that the ordi- 
nance would be passed 

Turning to other matters that 
could be handled, the council 
approved the appointment of 
Nathan Drewery to serve on the 
water board. He will be replacing 
Billy Tindol who asked not to be 
reappointed “because he had some 
other items to pursue.” 

Other appointments approved 
were as follows: Earnestine 
McMonagle was reappointed to her 
position on the housing authority; 
Dorothy Flowers and Doug Smith 
Were reappointed to the board of 
adjustments; and Barbara Cole was 
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U.S. Sen. Richard C. Shelby (R- 
Ala.) will be a guest of the Enter- 
prise and Elba Chambers of Com 
merce at a “Dutch breakfast” on 
Friday, Feb. 18, at 7:30 a.m, at 
Cutts Restaurant in Enterprise. To 
RSVP for the breakfast, contact the 
Enterprise Chamber of Commerce 
at 347-0581. Residents are not 
required to eat in order to attend 
the meeting.

reappointed to the parks and recre

Mayor Britt Lee told council 
members that auditors (Barr, Brun 
son, Wilkerson & Bowden, PC 
CPA’s) reported no problems with 
the town’s accounting procedures 
this year 

‘He said our town was in good 
condition for the condition it was 
in,’ Lee said. “To be a small town, 
we are doing fairly well. We have 
cut our debt by some $30,000 from 
what it was four years ago.” 

He added, “We have bought a 
new police car and have gotten 
most of it paid for, and as of last 
month we voted to purchase a new 
truck tor the street department plus 
numerous other bills that we have 
paid off that was already owed.” 

The council reviewed and 
approved the SOP (standard operat- 
ing procedure) for the siren which 
will be used to warn those partici 
pating in outdoor activities of 
threatening weather and to take 
COVE! 

The high tech warning siren was 
installed by the Coffee County 
Emergency Management Agency 
with the assistance of the Elba 
Electrical Department. At this time, 
only one siren (located behind The 
Peoples Bank) has been installed in 
the town, 

In response to Councilmember 
Linda Gilbert’s question if addi- 
tional sirens were planned, Mayor 
Lee said, “Probably not. They 
[EMA] have not said anything 
about it.” 

The mayor reported that an 
agreement had been reached with 


the remainder of the 106th Con- 
gress. Following his remarks, Sen, 
Shelby will open the floor to ques- 
tions and comments from those in 
attendance. 

Sen. Shelby said. “I welcome 
this Opportunity to spend time with 
area residents, My county-wide 
meetings provide a unique forum 
for open dialogue to discuss the 
important issues currently facing 
Alabama and our nation.”

Cotfee County EMS to provide 
emergency medical services for the 
town of New Brockton and sur 
rounding area providing the council 
chose to sign the contract 

He noted that a few “minor 
adjustments” had been made to the 
original agreement. The contract 
now calls for the town to split 
(50/50) any cots of repairs to the 
ambulance provided to EMS by the 
town on the following items: air 
conditioning & heating system, 
electrical system to include the bat- 
tery, alternator, wiring harness, 
starter, lights & siren, and radios. 
This is in lieu of an additional $250 
per month on the contract. 

For the first thirty days of the 
contract, the town will responsible 
for all repair costs. Afterwards, the 
town will be responsible only for 
the powertrain. This remains as is 
from the original agreement. 

The council yoted unanimously 
to sign the contract with Coffee 
County EMS. 

Mrs. Annette Williams, the city 
clerk, reported that adjustments and 
been made in the budget to accu- 
rately reflect the income and expen- 
ditures relating to a street paving 
project. 

She also noted the town’s income 
for the first quarter is close to 25 
percent which is as expected. 
Williams commented that the 
$100,000 grant received for the 
paving project made it appear that 
the town was at 43 percent of its 
projected income, but that was not 
a realistic figure. The 25 percent is. 

“Each department is close to 25 
percent of their budgeted expendi- 
tures for the year,” she said. 
“Everybody is keeping close to 
their budget - so far.” 

Jerry Gilbert, acting police chief, 
reported that officers had issued 34 
traffic citations during the month, 
investigated five automobile acci- 
dents. and assisted the state and 
county at a wreck involving a fatali- 
ty on AL Hwy. 167. 

He reported that the fire depart- 
ment had responded to one house 
fire and one grass fire. Animal con- 
tro] personnel picked up 20 dogs 
and | horse during the month,

An Expensive Fish Story 


(NAPS)—Well-meaning, but 
apparently poorly-informed, envi- 
ronmentalists have succeeded in 
convincing the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service to declare a fish 
they call the Alabama sturgeon to 
be protected as an endangered 
species. 

Scientists, however, point out 
that the fish never existed at all. 
Exactly three live sturgeon have 
been found in Alabama waters after 
two years of concentrated search- 
ing—and they apparently were 
Mississippi shovelnose sturgeon, 
Millions of these fish are alive and 
Well in Mississippi. 

Unfortunately, the consequences 
of declaring the fish endangered 
could endanger human health and 
happiness. 

When a species is listed as 
endangered, a map of its habitat is 
drawn up and it automatically 


becomes illegal for a wide range of 


activities to take place within those 
bounds, In this case, the area 
encompasses a broad range of the 
Alabama River, which is an impor- 


tant factor in the economic life of 
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the region. 

In fact, economists estimate that 
between 10,000 and 20,000 jobs 
will be lost, while the monetary 
loss could reach $11 billion. 

Closing off the area would affect 
a number of industries: 

* Shippers, and their customers, 
because the river is a major high- 
way for transporting a wide range 
of commercial products. 

* Farmers would find it a grow- 
ing problem, They could face jail 
time if rainwater runoff from their 
lands was found to contain other- 
wise harmless pesticides. 

¢ The forest products industry, 
Which works near the river and uses 
it to move goods, 

* Utilities—and therefore all 
business that need electricity— that 
depend on coal barged down the 
river, 

Many people hope Vice President 
Al Gore, because of his strong 
interest in things environmental, 
could act in this case to bring much 
needed common sense to bear on 
the problem of the fish that isn’t 
there.

rO A GOOD START.,.Last Friday, a UHTH “Huey” was delivered to the Elba air-

Luperealia, which began at the 
ides of February, Feb. 15, was a 
fertility festival. It was dedicated to 
Faunus, the Roman god of agricul: 
ture, as well as to the Roman 
founders, Romulus and Remus, To 
begin this fesitval, Roman priests 
would gather at the sacred cave 
Where Romulus and Remus were 
believed to have been cared for by 
a she-wolf or lupa. The priests 
would sacrifice @ goat, for fertility, 
and a dog. for purification. The 
goats hide was sliced into strips and 
dipped in sacrificial blood. The 
strips were carried into the streets 
and used to gently slap women and 
fields of corn, The women appar 
ently wanted to be slapped by the 
Strips because they believed it 
would make them more fertile for 
the upcoming year,

The two were paired for the 
year, and these matches often 
ended in marriage. 

After Pope Gelasius declared 
Feb, 14 as St. Valentine’s Day 
around 498 A.D., the Roman “lot- 
tery” for romantic pairing was out- 
lawed. And, during the Middle 
Ages, the people of France and 
England enhanced the idea of Feb. 
14 being the day of romance due to 
their belief that the mating season 
for birds began on Feb, 14. 

Today, the legends and stories of 
St. Valentine’s Day are embellished 
by the gifts given to show the 
Importance of love. It is estimated 
Valentine’s Day is second only to 
Christmas in the sending of greet- 
ing cards every year,

Candi- 
dates may begin qualifying once 
notice is published. Qualifying 
forms will be available from the 
municipal clerk. 

* July 10, 2000 - a 45-day pre- 
election campaign disclosure report 
must be filed with the probate judge 
if the candidate has raised or spent 
more than $1,000 on his or her 
campaign. 

* July 18, 2000 (5 p.m.) is the last 
day for qualifying to run for munic- 
ipal office. 

* July 24, 2000 - Last possible 
day for candidates to file a state- 
ment showing the names of their 
campaign committee with the pro- 
bate judge,

Army Sgt. Baker left Joy, her 10 
day old baby in the car and went in 
to play a few hands. When she 
came out 7 1/2 hours later, Joy was 
dead from dehydration, 

The game requires minimal skill 
Its played alone, making it unin- 
lumidating and enticing to women. 
Addiction experts report that it 
takes 20 years to “bottom out” on 
horse racing but only 2 1/2 years on 
video poker. 

Economically, it does not attract 
tourist dollars. Most gamblers are 
locals, mainly of the lower middle 
economic group. Only a few janito- 
rial jobs would be created. The 
machine only requires a telephone 
outlet to operators. 

I encourage readers to inform 
their legislators of what they want. 
I'm hoping they vote against it. 

I'm told that abstaining from vot- 
ing or absence during voting is 
more for the proposal than against 
it.

The Elba Tigers had perhaps their biggest week of the basketball 
season last week as they posted an easy win over Samson at the Tiger gym 
on Monday, then hit the road Tuesday and Friday and came home with 
impressive road wins over SA power Andalusia and 3A power Goshen 
The wins improved the Tigers’ record to 21-4 on the season, and once 
again proved to all area basketball fans that this year's Tigers are indeed 
one of the best teams around, The Tigers dozed for a half in the win over 
Samson and trailed by six points at the half, but woke up in the third quat 
ter and sparked by the 41-point outburst of Tim Ware raced to the win 
Elba's big win over Andalusia came as somewhat of a surprise, mainly 
because it is very rare that a team in any class goes into Andalusia and 
leaves with a win over the talented Bulldogs.

The caller admitted that the problems addressed in the column 
did exist the night in question, but resented the word “zoo,” and its racial 
implications (?). Everyone that knows me knows that I am not a racist, and 
that my opinions concerning Clayton High School were simply that, and 
were in no way intended to be a racial slur to anyone. My reference to the 
word zoo was nothing more than a reference to the wild things that took 
place at the gym on the night in question, and was taken completely out of 
context.

Reducing Osteoporosis 
Risk with lifestyle changes

Osteoporosis is the most com 
monly diagnosed bone disease in 
women-that’s the bad news. The 
good news is that women can 
reduce their risk of Osteoporosis by 
certain lifestyle changes. Osteo 
porosis atfeets one out of every 
three post-menopausal American 
women and the majority of iridivid 
uals over 170. Each year, osteo 
porosis is a major factor in about 
1.5 million fractures, which result 
ina financial burden of more than 
$10 billion in the united States 
alone 

rhe people at highest risk for 
Osteoporosis are White and Asian 
women who are petite and who 
experience early onslaught of 
menopause. Inadequate calcium 
intake and edentary livestyles 
smoking and excessive ale ohol con 
sumption also contribute to the dis 
ease, However, osteoporosis does 
n't have to be an inevitable part of 
old ave, In tact, women Gan reduce 
their risk of developing the disease 
by adopting certain lifestyle 
changes 

Frequent exercise is crucial 
Research has shown regular 
Weight-bearing exercise, such as 
walking or jogging just 30 minutes 
a day, helps reinforce bone mass 
Diet also is important, The typical 
American woman consumes only 
about 500 milligrams of calcium 
daily. The goal should be between 
800 and 1,500 milligraros of calei 
um daily, However, in some cases, 
it may be difficult for women to 
receive the recommended daily 
allowances for calcium without tak 
ing calcium supplements, Women 
should consult their physicians 
before they start taking calcium 
supplements 

Women should also avoid ciga 
retles and excessive alcohol. Both 
smoking and heavy alcohol con 
sumption have been linked with a 
higher risk of osteoporosis, Estro 
gen replacements are another good 
strategy for reducing risk. Women 
typically lose between 10 and 15 
percent of their bone mass in the 
first ten years afler menopause

e. The mortgage or deed of trust may 
provide that rates and charges shall 
be established and maintained suffi- 
cient to meet the costs of operation 
and maintenance and that the City of 
Elba or municipal instrumentality of 
the City of Elba may pledge all of the 
receipts, earnings, and revenues 
from the operation of the cable sys- 
tem, telecommunications equipment, 
or telecommunications system for the 
payment of the warrants, bonds, or 
other evidences of indebtedness 
secured thereby. 

SECTION 4. In addition to all other 
powers, rights, privileges, and authority 
heretofore granted by law, in the exer- 
cise of the authority and power granted 
hereunder, the City of Elba and munici- 
pal instrumentalities of the City of Elba 
may exercise all powers of eminent 
domain now or hereafter conferred on 
municipalities in this state; provided 
however, that no municipality or munici- 
pal instrumentality shall acquire any 
cable system, telecommunications 
equipment, or telecommunications sys- 
tem or any part of any such system or 
equipment, including but not limited to 
poles, wires, conduits, transmitters, 
receivers, towers, appliances, or rights- 
of-way, through the exercise of the 
power of eminent domain. 

SECTION 5. No action taken pur- 
Suant to this act shall create or authorize

When your soil sample comes 
back, follow the directions careful 
ly, It will tell you whether you 
need to apply lime and how much 
It will tell you what the pH (acidity 
level) of your soil is. That should 
be between 6.0 and 6.8 for an all- 
purpose vegetable garden.

Choose feeders accordingly with birds 


by Angela Hughes 
County Extension Agent 

While birds will visit feeders 

ir-round, more people choose to 
feed during fall and winter months 
vhen food is more limited, Choose 
based on the birds you 
attract. Covered platform 
will allow several birds to 
feed at one time and may be favored 
by larger birds such as cardinals and 
blue jays, Hanging feeders 

With perches are more attractive 
to smaller birds such as goldfinches 
and chickadees, Don’t forget suet 
feeders for those birds that aren't 
attracted to seed feeders 

Keep all feeders clean. Wash reg- 
ularly with soap and water solution. 
Rinse thoroughly. Wipe perches and 
seed ports with a soapy solution 
using a clean damp cloth to remove 
the soap, or use a mild bleach-and- 
water solution daily. This will help 
prevent diseases from spreading 
among the birds at your feeding sta- 
ions. 

Remember different birds prefer 
different types of seed. Sunflower 
seeds will attract many types of 
birds, but why not try offering some 
Special treats as well. Finches love 
tiny thistle seeds. Most songbirds 
prefer black oil sunflower seeds. 

Some birds enjoy fresh fruits. You 
can offer wedges of orange or apple 
occasionally. Cracked corn can be a 
real treat for many birds, including 
morning doves, 

Whatever seed you offer at your 
feeders make sure it is fresh, dry 
and free of mold. Moldy seed can 
make birds sick. Also, it should be 
free of trash. Trash, such as stems 
or leaf parts, can clog tube feeders.

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
surprised the Elba School Board 
Phursday night by submitting his 
resignation, effective the end of 
June, thus ending a ten year reign at 
the helm of the Elba City School 
system, The meeting had been rou 
tine, with routine staff resignations, 
personnel transfers and open con 
cerns over the deteriorating finan 
cial condition of the school system 
dominating the meeting, when the 
28 year veteran of the Elba school 
system presented board members 
with his prepared letter of resigna- 
tion. He is one of at least 29 
announced Alabama school super 
intendents retiring this year. The 
Elba school system also has at least 
five career teachers retiring at the 
end of the current school year. 

In the statement Pearce wrote: “I 
plan to retire at the end of June, 
2000. Please know that this has not 
been an easy decision. However, 
there is a lot of truth in the state- 
ment, “You know when it’s time”, 
It has been a pleasure to serve the 
last ten years as Superintendent for 
this fine school system. Because of

the support of present and past 
board members, much has been 
accomplished to make ECS one of 
the top school systems in the state. 
I thank each of you for allowing me 
to be a part of these accomplish- 
ments. I will continue to do all I 
can to help provide the best educa 
tion possible for our students until 
my replacement is named and the 
transition is made.” 

Pearce told board members he 
would work with them, and the new 
superintendent they select during

the transition to make sure it is a 
smooth transfer of leadership, He 
said he will not be making any rec 
ommendation on any person to fill 
the position, 

Following the meeting, Pearce 
said he had no definite plans but 
would stay involved in the commu- 
nity and was looking at a couple of 
part-time income producing pro 
jects. He said his retirement was 
not related to the fact his wife Fred- 
die, a highly praised elementary 
teacher in the local system, has 
already expressed her intentions of 
retiring at the end of the school 
year. 

He added that the the school sys- 
tem is in as good of shape as he can 
get it and promised to have it in 
better shape before leaving office at 
the end of June. 

The school board members 
agreed to seek the assistance of the 
Alabama Association of School 
Boards in finding a qualified 
replacement. However, they later 
discovered the association was no 
longer involved in this screening- 
process. The board plans to use the 
services of a not yet selected con- 
sulting group to do the initial inter- 
viewing and recommendation of a 
short list (possibally five or six can- 
didates) of the best qualified candi- 
dates. The local board will then 
make the final selection. 

Board members said informally 
after the meeting adjourned that an 
additional requirement will be that 
the successful candidate must agree 
to live in the Elba school district 
during his or her tenure in office. 

In other business the board 
approved the transfer of Shannon 
Catrett to the Secretary/Bookkeeper 
position at Elba Elementary School, 
She had been serving as an aide in 
that office. 

The board also accepted the res- 
ignation of Sereitha Flowers as P.E. 
Aide at Elba Elementary School. 

The board adopted a state schoo! 
board recommended Internet

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Council updated on FEMA drainage project

The Elba City Council received 
an unexpected update Monday 
night on the FEMA drainage pro- 
ject for Martin Luther King Drive 
and Putnam Street during its regu- 
lar bimonthly meeting. 

Although he was not on the agen- 
da for Monday night’s meeting, 
Bobby Lee, engineer with Peters 
Mitchell and Associates, addressed 
the council to bring them up-to-date 
on the plans and work being done 
to improve the drainage system on 
Martin Luther King Drive and Put- 
nam Street 

On the Martin Luther King Dr, 
side of the project, Lee said the job 
will require the addition of several 
larger concrete pipes and exten- 
sions along the Kennedy Estates 
area, Roosevelt Street, King Street 
and across through Martin Luther 
King Drive He said presently, there 
is one outlet for the water in this 
area, and this project will allow 
them to add three new releases, 

“Now, you've basically got one 
outlet,” Lee said to the council 
members as they looked at the 
maps detailing the area where the 
work will be done. “After this pro- 
ject is complete, there will be four 
and you should have some real pos- 
itive drainage.” 

Along the Putnam Street area, 
Lee told council members that all 
the water inlets will be replaced 
with new curb inlets which should 
allow the water to flow more quick 
ly. 

“This will let us get the water to 
the pumps quicker, and the water 
should get out of there sooner,” Lee 


said. 

He also pointed out areas where 
new concrete pipes will be added in 
this section of the project. 

When asked about the start date 
of this project, Lee said the contract 
between the City of Elba and the 
State of Alabama for this project is 
in the state’s hands at this time to 
be signed. He said the planning for 
this project should be finished by 
next week, and hopefully, the state 
will have signed the contract by 
then. 

“As soon as we get the approval 
for advertising, we will get started,” 
Lee said, 

In regards to new business, the 
council approved bids for the recre- 
ation department for sporting 
equipment. Upon Mayor James 
Grimes recommendation, the coun- 
cil voted to award the bids, based 
on each line item, to All-Star Sport- 
ing Graphics if the company 
offered the lowest bid, If All-Star 
did not have the lowest bid on a 
certain line item, the bid was 
awarded to the lowest bidder. 

The council also approved the 
purchase of a Turf Truckster for the 
recreation department to the low 
bidder for $14,392, as well as, the 
purchase of a 6-foot mower for the 
low bid of $13,543. The mower, 
however, will nev be purchased 
until April or May of this year 

In his report to the council, 
Police Chief R.W. Whitworth told 
council members that he and the 
mayor had attended the Coffee 
County Commission meeting earli- 
er in the day to ask the commission 
for its help in supplying the funds 
so the city could create a new posi 


tion for an E-911 operator. He said 
the commission took no action on 
their request. 

Whitworth said the department 
had answered 411 E-911 calls from 
Jan. | through Feb, 12. 

In other matters, the council took 
the following action: 

* Appointed Nell Gilmer to the 
South Central Mental Health 
Board; 

* Mayor Grimes told them that 
the general liability insurance con- 
tract had been renewed with 
Reliance. In the last meeting, the 
council gave the mayor, city clerk 
and city attorney approval to final- 
ize this deal. 

* Approved to pay the bills for 
the month which — totaled 
$21,219.68,

WHERE HAVE ALL THE TREES GONE? This is the question being asked by several regular visitors to the 
downtown area of Elba, The trees being referred to are the dogwoods that until recently ringed the outer perimeter 
of the courthouse square. It had been noticed by several individuals that some of the trees were dying and an 
attempt was made to find out why. An “expert” from Auburn University was contacted and it was learned that the 
trees were getting too much direct sunlight. Dogwoods have to have have about 50 percent of shaded light to thrive 
and grow properly. The dogwoods have been removed and trees which are more adaptable to the available sunlight 
will soon be planted on the square, one again adding to the beauty of downtown Elba. 

The Elba Chamber of Commerce has sponsored a grant which was applied for through the City of Elba and was 
received to be used toward beautification of the square, The $2,000 received is to be used to purchase crepe myrtle 
trees - 36 total - which will soon be planted on the square. Jimmy Harrison, who has really taken the beautification 
of the square to heart, is heading up the project for the Chamber of Commerce. He is quick to point out that all the 
civie Organizations in the city are rising to the challenge of making downtown Elba a focal point of the city and 
making it a pleasant sight to residents as well as those passing through. The groups are making monetary contribu- 
tions as well as providing manpower for this project. Kaye Whitworth, executive director of the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce, and Harrison said that a “Team Clean Up & Tree Planting Day” is being planned for Saturday, Febru- 
ary 26. On that day all individuals and members of civic organizations are being encouraged to participate in this 
‘exy-wide clean-up project. Not only. will. the trees be planted on the square but all areas of the town will be 
“cleaned up.” In addition to planting the trees, a major landscaping project of the entire courthouse square, includ- 


ing the gazebo and flowing well fountain area, will be undertaken. Both Harrison and Whitworth encourage every- 
one to come out and take part in this very worthwhile project and get involved! 


County Commission parks twelve vehicles

The Coffee County Commission, 
even with several late entries to the 
agenda, managed to complete its 
business session in less than one 
hour Monday morning. 

Commission Chairman Kayo 
Lewis wasted little time in getting 
to the old business of parking coun- 
ty vehicles not assigned to person- 
nel who are subject to emergency 
call-out, 

Prior to entertaining a motion to 
bring the matter off the table 
(action on this matter was tabled in 
the January 24th meeting), Chair- 
man Lewis commented that in 1986 
a policy was enacted by the com- 
mission in office at that time which 
stated that each foreman (with the 
highway department) be assigned a 
vehicle to keep at their residence in 
case of emergencies, 

An additional motion was passed 
at that same ume allowing county 
employees living in the same area 
as the foreman to ride to and from 
work with that foreman as long as 
there was room to do so, 

Lewis told commissioners that he 
had asked the county administrator 
to check with other counties per- 
taining to their vehicle policy. He 
said all the surrounding counties 
checked with have almost the same 
type policy in place. 

The motion to park all county 
vehicles except those assigned to 
persons on call for emergency type

situations - inclement weather, 
building maintenance, ete.- was 
brought before the commission for 
discussion and action (All law 
enforcement vehicles are exempt by 
law from this action), 

During the discussion of the 
motion, Commissioner Tom Grims 
ley asked how many county vehi 
cles would be parked as a result of 
this action by the commission 

Chairman Lewis said that twelve 
(12) vehicles (in addition to those 
already being parked) would be 
parked should the motion pass, The 
following vehicles make up the 
twelve: two(2) from the mainte 
nance department, two(2) from the 
revenue department; two(2) from 
the juvenile probation office: 
one(l) from the county health 
department; two(2) from the land 
fill; and three(3) from the highway 
department. 

The motion calls for these vehi 
cles to be parked on county proper 
ty at night (not necessarily in the 
county yard but at one of the court 
houses or the county complex) after 
working hours - 6 a.m. until 5 p.m, 
The sheriff's department will be 
asked to keep a cheek on these 
vehicles and any county employee 
caught driving one of the vehicles 
after hours will be terminated. 

Commissioners passed the 
motion with a unanimous vote. It 
becomes effective March 1, 2000 

The lone individual listed on the 
meeting agenda under new business 
was county resident Ray Howell, 
who lives on County Rd, 272, 

“TL just want to tell you that ['m 
not here to complain,” said Mt 
Howell, “First of all | want to say 
thank you to the county commis 
sioners tor the job you do..,and to 
the county highway department.” 

He told commissioners that he 
lives on a dirt road and knew it was 
dirt when he built his home en it, 
and he was willing to accept that 
fact when he did so, 

However, he said he was coming 
before the commission to make a 
plea and that was to ask that Coun 
ty Rd, 272 be placed on the list of 
dirt roads to be payed 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
affirmed that at the present time the 
road was not on the list of dirt roads 
to be paved, It was also noted that a 
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limits of New Brockton. 

When asked by Mr. Howell what 
was needed to get the road on the 
list, Chairman Lewis said he should 
get a petition signed by all those 
individuals who live on and/or own 
land on the road stating that they 
are Willing to sign right-of-way 
deeds 

Elba Chief of Police R. W. “Ron- 
nie” Whitworth appeared before the 
commission asking for the county's 
assistance in funding two additional 
E-911 dispatcher slots for the Elba 
Police Department. 

He noted that his dispatchers had 
answered 411 E-911 calls from Jan 
uary | to February 12. This is in 
addition to the normal radio traffic 
and telephone calls coming into the 
department, He commented that not 
all these calls are county related: 
however, the load is expected to 
become greater as time goes by 

Whitworth said E-911 calls eon 
sume a lot of time since the dis 
patcher has to remain on the line 
until the emergency is resolved 
sometimes lasting forty-five min 
utes to an hour, He emphasized that 
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
